The  men's  soccer  team  had  a  fantastic  fall  season  conclud- 
ing with  an  overall  record  of  11-5-2.

This  year's  squad  wrestled  to  a  3-7  overall  record  (1-2  in  the  Centen- 
nial Conference).  Among  the  team's  highUghts  were  victories  against 
Baptist  Bible  College,  LaSalle,  and  Hood  Trophy  rival  Haverford.  The 
team  benefitted  from  individual  performances  by  Alan  Bennett,  Mike 
Madden,  Chaz  Teplin  and  Eric  Williams, 

Williams  was  named  Centennial  Conference  Outstanding  Wrestler  af- 
ter his  showing  at  the  conference  championships.  In  the  finals,  he  defeated 
Muhlenberg  wrestler  Tom  Gulick,  who  had  been  undefeated  during  the 
last  two  years.

His  time  in  the  5,000  set  a  new  College 
record.  Eric  Pakurar  '97  finished  sec- 
ond in  the  triple  jump  and  fourth  in  the 
400-meter  dash.  Sam  Paschel  '96  fin- 
ished third  in  the  long  jump  and  team 
captain  Mike  Vagner  '94  came  in  fourth 
in  the  shot  put. 

Tina  Shepardson  '94  and  Megan 
Cunningham  '95  took  first  place  in  the 
triple  jump  and  the  800-meters  respec- 
tively. Joanna  Vondrasek  '94  contrib- 
uted with  a  third-place  finish  in  the 
long  jump  and  a  fourth-place  finish  in 
the  high  jump. 
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The  success  of  the  track  athletes  continued  into  the  spring.  The  men's  outdoor 
team  earned  sixth-place  honors  at  this  spring's  conference  championships 
while  the  women  placed  fourth. 

The  men's  season  was  highlighted  by  performances  from  Reents,  Pakurar,  and 
Mike  Turner  '96.  In  the  meet  against  Haverford,  Reents'  15:03  in  the  500-meters 
was  three  seconds  shy  of  the  Swarthmore  College  record.  Still,  his  efforts  qualified 
him  for  this  year's  Penn  Relays.  Pakurar  capped  an  outstanding  first  season  by 
earning  a  second-place  finish  in  the  400-meter  hurdles  at  the  championships  in- 
cluding victories  in  the  100-  and  200-meter  races,  Turner  was  a  member  of  the 
winning  4x100  and  4x400  relay  teams. 

The  women's  outdoor  team  finished  fourth  at  this  spring's  championships.  This 
year's  team  included  an  NCAA  National  Championship  qualifier,  an  MAC  cham- 
pion, and  a  record-setting  4x400  relay  team. 

Kate  Dempsey  '95  qualified  for  the  NCAA  nationals  on  the  strength  of  a  2:15.88 
time  in  the  800  meters.  Her  time  set  a  new  College  record.  Shepardson  shattered 
her  own  College  record  to  become  the  MAC  conference  champion  in  the  triple  jump. 

The  4x400  relay  team  of  Dempsey,  Shepardson,  Cunningham,  and  Jill  Wildonger 
'97  placed  second  at  the  100th  anniversary  of  the  annual  Penn  Relays.  Their  silver- 
medal  performance  made  school  history  as  the  quartet  became  the  first  Swarthmore 
women  to  earn  medals  at  this  prestigious  event.

The  Writing  Associates  Program  serve  a  valuable  role  in 
the  academic  community.  Though  many  are  already  good 
writers,  new  Writing  Associates  (WA's)  must  take  a  special 
English  course  as  part  of  their  job  requirement.  For  most 
courses  at  Swarthmore  College,  the  Program  assigns  one  or 
two  WA's  to  each  faculty  member  in  order  to  lend  them  as- 
sistance regarding  students'  written  work.  Often,  faculty 
members  require  students  to  meet  with  WA's  at  least  once 
before  submitting  final  drafts  of  papers.  As  a  result,  instruc- 
tors believe  that  students  will  turn  in  more  polished  work.

Motivation  and  Growth  in  Chester  (MAGIC)  was  founded 
in  1988  as  part  of  a  joint  effort  between  the  Swarth- 
more  College  and  Chester  communities.  Each  weekday  after- 
noon, Swathmore  students  volunteer  their  time  and  travel  to 
Chester  to  tutor  elementary  school  children  in  math  and  read-;

In  the 
past,  a  grant  from  the  Swarthmore  Foundation  enabled  the 
Project  to  compile  a  collection  of  short  stories  written  by  both 
Swathmore  students  and  the  children  in  the  program. 
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Pro-Choice  Task  Force 


Debates  over  the  morality  and  legality  of  abortion  have 
caused  cleavages  in  the  Swarthmore  community  as  well 
as  society  in  general.  Student  organizations  representing 
each  side  of  the  issue  have  made  their  positions  known  to  the 
college  community  and  informal  anonymous  debate,  though 
not  necessarily  between  members  of  the  two  groups,  has  oc- 
curred on  Parrish  Walls. 

The  rise  of  the  Pro-Life  Activist  group  on  campus  is  rela- 
tively new  and  its  organized  activities  are  relatively  un- 
known. However,  the  Pro-Choice  Task  Force  has  been  in  ex- 
istence since  1985.  The  Task  Force's  primary  interest  has 
been  to  champion  the  right  to  receive  and  the  continued  avail- 
ability of  safe  and  legal  abortions.  To  this  end,  members  of 
the  Task  Force  participate  in  protests  and  marches,  sponsor 
guest  lecturers,  and  volunteer  at  abortion  clinics  where  they 
escort  women  past  anti-abortion  protesters.
